1 . Claims 1 and 4-6 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to show or fairly 
suggest a state function calculating means which calculates a state function value 
repeatedly at a predetermined time interval, based on outputs of the plurality of position 
detecting sensors and which outputs the state function values.
